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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  annual  town  election  in  March,  1970,  Raymond  P.  David  was 
re-elected  to  a  three  year  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board 
organized  as  follows: 

Wallace  S.  Carter,  Chairman;  Bernard  H.  Connor,  Clerk;  and  Raymond 
P.  David,  third  member. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  have  met 
with  representatives  of  the  engineering  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee, 
hired  to  draw  up  the  plans  for  installation  of  Merrimac’s  sewerage 
system.  Requests  for  loans  and  grants  have  been  filed  with  State  and 
Federal  agencies. 

During  recent  months  we  have  received  word  that  Merrimac  will 
soon  lose  the  services  of  the  Amesbury  police  lock-up  and  the 
Amesbury  ambulance  service.  We  are  investigating  alternatives  to 
provide  these  services  for  the  town  of  Merrimac. 

The  Selectmen  have  written  to  State  and  Federal  agencies  inquiring 
if  there  are  funds  available  to  towns  for  construction  of  municipal 
buildings. 

In  town  meeting  action,  the  citizens  of  Merrimac  voted  to  establish 
the  position  of  a  building  inspector.  Gerald  Hargraves  has  been 
appointed  building  inspector  and  a  building  code  is  in  the  process  of 
being  worked  out. 

Selectmen  have  had  several  meetings  with  Mrs.  Mabel  Campbell, 
Director  of  Civil  Service  in  Boston  to  set  up  a  civil  service  examination 
to  fill  the  position  of  chief  of  police  for  Merrimac,  a  vacancy  created  by 
the  retirement  of  Maurice  Carey,  former  chief.  It  is  expected  this 
examination  will  be  held  sometime  in  March,  1971. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  Maurice  Carey 
who  served  the  town  of  Merrimac  as  chief  of  police  for  many  years.  We 
regret  that  Chief  Carey  had  to  retire  due  to  illness. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  elected  and  appointed  officials  and  the  citizens 
of  the  the  town  for  the  cooperation  we  have  received  throughout  the 
year.

The  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery  Department  with  the  able  assistance 
of  Charles  Haynes,  Superintendant  have  been  able  to  keep  the  cemetery 
in  good  condition.  All  lots  are  sold  with  perpetual  care  to  insure  a 
steady  income  each  year.  Annual  care  will  be  increased  to  equal  the 
perpetual  care  income.  This  is  necessary  because  of  increased  cost  of 
labor  and  materials. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  use  the  tomb  this  year  as  the  road  above  the 
tomb  is  impassable  for  burials.  We  wish  to  thank  Albert  Lord  and  the 
Highway  Department  for  their  help  in  trying  to  keep  the  roads  open.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  submit  their  annual  report 
for  1970,  the  ninety -fourth  report. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  our  Library.  In  June,  Mrs.  Jean 
Stuart  retired  after  eighteen  years  of  faithful  service  as  our  Librarian. 
Mrs.  Joan  Lamson  was  appointed  in  July  to  replace  Mrs.  Stuart.  She  is 
our  first  librarian  with  a  professional  certificate  and  is  meeting  state 
requirements.  With  the  advent  of  a  fulltime  librarian,  our  Library  is 
now  open  six  days  a  week,  a  total  of  52  hours. 

Circulation  figures  for  1970  are: 

Adults  10,169 

Juvenile  5,163 

Total  15,332 
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This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  15%  over  1969.  Reference  service  to 
both  adults  and  students  has  continued  to  challenge  the  library’s 
resources  and  the  skills  of  the  staff,  but  with  the  aid  of  inter-library 
cooperation,  most  research  questions  are  being  processed.  We  have 
borrowed  1177  books  from  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library 
System  Bookmobile  service,  674  adult  and  503  juvenile,  plus  46  titles 
from  Inter-library  Loans  to  fill  individual  requests.  We  have  acquired 
808  books,  40  recordings,  and  18  filmstrips. this  year. 

A  children’s  summer  reading  club  was  joined  by  75  Merrimac  young 
readers,  and  was  successfully  concluded  with  a  lawn  party  at  which 
reading  awards  were  presented.  National  Children’s  Book  Week  was 
observed  in  the  Fall  with  displays  of  new  books  and  old  dolls,  story 
hours  for  preschoolers,  and  visits  from  twelve  elementary  school  classes. 
A  complete  inventory  of  the  library’s  holdings  is  in  progress,  and  is 
expected  to  be  concluded  in  1971. 

Fines  received  and  turned  in  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  $258.1 1. 

The  library  is  grateful  for  the  many  donations  received  during  this 
year,  including  88  books,  two  exhibit  cases,  and  several  loan  exhibits 
for  display.  Special  thanks  are  also  due  Mrs.  Nancy  Perkins  for  the 
displays  of  children’s  art  work  on  the  library  bulletin  board.

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REPORT  OF 

MERRIMAC  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Merrimac  Conservation  Commission  came  into  existence  in 
September  1970,  with  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and 
organized  under  Mass.  General  Laws,  Ch.  40,  Sec.  8C.  The  purpose  of 
the  Commission,  as  defined  by  statute,  is  to  “maintain,  improve,  limit 
the  use  of,  or  otherwise  conserve  and  properly  utilize  open  spaces  and 
other  land  and  water  areas  within  their  city  or  town  and  manage  and 
control  the  same.”  This  conservation  of  land,  in  addition  to  providing 
natural  open  spaces  that  is  increasingly  recognized  as  a  vital  part  of 
man’s  environment,  can  create  new  areas  for  recreation,  protect 
watershed  areas,  help  to  provide  a  controlled  town  development,  and 
thereby  enhance  the  value  of  all  properties  in  the  town. 

Under  the  Mass.  Gen.  Law,  Conservation  Commissions  are 
impowered  to  acquire  land,  on  behalf  of  the  town  in  several  ways;  by 
being  assigned  control  of  town  land  now  used  for  conservation  purposes 
such  as  town  forests,  obtaining  suitable  tax  title  land,  receiving  gifts  of 
land  from  individuals  and  organizations,  and  by  purchase  with 
Conservation  Commission  funds.  When  land  is  purchased,  existing  State 
and  Federal  programs  provide  matching  funds  that  can  total  as  much  as 
75%  of  the  purchase  price.  Merrimac  is  fortunate  in  having  large  land 
areas  that  are  suitable  for  conservation  purposes.  Most  of  this  land  is 
presently  town  owned  or  is  otherwise  unsuitable  for  development  and, 
therefore  it  is  anticipated  that  a  successful  conservation  program  can  be 
realized  at  a  low  cost. 

It  is  a  primary  goal  of  this  Commission  that  fund  requests  will  be  at 
a  minimum,  that  maximum  State  and  Federal  assistance  will  be  sought, 
and  that  development  of  outdoor  recreation  areas  will  use  voluntary 
help  where  possible. 

Because  the  organization  of  the  Merrimac  Conservation  Commission 
has  been  so  recent,  the  activity  of  the  Commission  members  this  past 
year  has  been  one  of  education  and  planning.  Members  have  attended 
conservation  commission  school  classes  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
University  of  Mass.  Extension  Courses  at  Ashland,  Mass.,  and  a  number 
of  organizational  manuals  have  been  studied.  Meetings  have  also  been 
held  with  Conservation  Commission  members  of  several  nearby  towns 
to  draw  on  the  experience  of  established  organizations. 
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Sections  of  the  Town  Master  Plan  regarding  conservation  have  been 
studied  to  determine  how  the  recommendations  can  be  updated  and 
implemented.  Preliminary  planning  of  a  number  of  projects  has  been 
made  that  will  evolve  into  a  town  Master  Conservation  Plan. 

Among  the  initial  projects  is  a  proposed  development  of  the  Stevens 
Pond  area  (adjacent  to  the  Sawyer  House  and  Engel  Lewis  Counter  Co.) 
into  a  green  belt  area  that  will  also  be  suitable  for  winter  recreation. 
Plans  also  provide  for  a  hiking  trail  system  to  be  established  from  this 
area  that,  when  developed,  will  eventually  connect  into  the  Town 
Forest. 

The  continuing  aims  of  the  Commission  will  be  to  establish  a 
perspective  from  which  citizens  may  better  identify,  define  and 
contribute  to  the  physical  environment  that  they  want  in  the  future.

As  Veterans’  Service  Officer  the  accomplishments  have  been  many  as 
follows:  Securing  compensation,  pensions,  hospitalization,  outpatient 
treatment,  additional  pension  for  the  housebound,  educational  benefits, 
G.I.  loans,  insurance,  affidavits,  medical  records,  Viet  Nam  bonus 
applications,  annual  income  questionnaires,  tax  exemptions,  burial 
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allowances,  power  of  attorneys,  certificates  of  service,  and  many  other 
varied  services.  I  have  also  had  many  phone  calls,  personal  contacts,  and 
many  letters  have  been  drafted  and  typed  for  veterans  and  their 
dependents.

New  valuation  showed  an  increase  of  $144,260  over  the  previous 
year,  representing  six  new  buildings  and  other  building  permits.  The  tax 
rate  was  able  to  decrease  $2  over  the  1969  rate,  due  to  the  $150,000. 
increase  over  1969  estimated  receipts  on  the  Cherry  Sheet. 

An  Act,  providing  a  tax  exemption  for  certain  qualifying  elderly 
persons,  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1964,  amended  in  1966  and  1970, 
allowing  an  exemption  of  $350.  in  taxes  or  $4,000  in  valuation, 
whichever  is  the  greater.  Under  this  Act,  87  were  exempt  for  a  total  of 
$29,291.40  on  a  valuation  of  $496,465. 

Veteran  exemptions  allowed  under  General  Laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5, 
Clause  22,  totaled  48  exempt  for  a  total  of  $5,664.00  on  a  valuation  of 
$96,000.00. 

Widows  exemptions  allowed  under  General  Laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5, 
Clause  17  and  18,  totaled  5  for  a  total  of  $590.  on  a  valuation  of 
$10,000.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  Massachusetts: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1970. 

We  began  the  year  one  man  short  due  to  the  absence  of  Chief  Carey 
due  to  illness.  The  special  officers  covered  the  vacant  shift  until  April 
when  Charles  Syvinski  and  Alfred  Nichols  were  appointed  regular 
officers.  This  brought  the  force  to  five  regular  officers  as  authorized  by 
the  March  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Effective  May  1,  1970,  Chief  Carey  resigned  due  to  health. 

On  January  1 ,  1970,  Sgt.  Arthur  D.  Evans  was  appointed  provisional 
Chief  of  Police. 

The  schedule  was  again  altered  with  the  resignation  of  Charles 
Syvinski  in  October.  The  special  officers  again  covered  the  vacant  shift 
until  January  18,  1971,  when  Richard  Hoyt  was  appointed  a  regular 
officer.  The  department  is  presently  at  full  force. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  personally  thank  all  the  Police  Officers,  Police 
Women  and  the  business  community  for  their  every  effort  in  support  of 
the  Police  Department  and  its  fight  against  the  increasingly  adverse

REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 
To  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  James  Hume  and  Clerk  Mr.  George  P. 
Stevens,  the  Playground  Commission  realized  a  most  successful  year 
during  1970.  All  projects  that  were  undertaken  were  completed.  Some 
of  the  major  projects  were:  upkeep  of  both  playing  fields,  the  repair  of 
the  back  stops,  and  the  repair  and  modification  of  the  bleachers  and 
storage  shed. 

The  supervised  play  program  opened  the  second  week  of  July  and 
continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks.  The  children  who  attended  were 
under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Patricia  Powers,  assisted  by  Ellen  Sheehy 
and  William  Lavalley,  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  did  a  job 
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well  done.  Games  of  all  types  were  played  by  the  children  and  also  we 
instructed  in  the  arts  of  handicraft,  and  how  to  get  along  with  one 
another. 

The  Playground  Commission  would  like  to  extend  their  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Lion’s  Club,  who  each  year  contribute  so 
much.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  public  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Monday  evenings  of  each  month  during  the  year  1970. 

During  the  year  1970  the  following  permits  were  issued: 
new  dwellings  -  4 
new  garages  -  3 

Alterations  and/or  additions  -  1 1 
new  storage  sheds  -  6 
demolition  -  8 
greenhouses  -  1 
swimming  pools  -  8 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  1970  was  one  third  less  than 
the  number  built  in  1969.  This  continued  reduction  is  probably  the 
result  of  high  interest  rates  on  mortgage  loans. 

In  addition  this  board  was  involved  at  special  town  meetings  on 
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April  14  and  September  29  when  three  changes  to  the  zoning  by-laws 
were  proposed  by  others.  The  proposed  changes  were:  (1)  to  rezone  all 
of  the  frontage  of  the  industrial  zone  along  Route  1 10  to  commercial, 
(2)  to  rezone  to  commercial  both  sides  of  Broad  Street  from  Route  1 10 
to  Route  495  and  (3)  to  rezone  a  part  of  the  industrial  zone  and 
establish  a  general  zoning  district  in  order  to  permit  expansion  of  the 
trailer  park  at  107  East  Main  Street.  Number  (1)  was  approved  by  the 
voters  and  numbers  (2)  &  (3)  were  opposed.

Our  goals  for  1971  will  be  to  continue  to  serve  the  townspeople  of 
Merrimac  through  the  zoning  laws.  We  will  provide  planning  which  aims 
at  making  the  physical  community  as  attractive  and  workable  as 
possible,  consistent  with  the  social  and  economic  aspirations  of  the 
townspeople.

REPORT  OF  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Merrimac  Light  Department  continued  updating  the  distribution 
system  by  running  1,025  circuit  feet  of  4/9  Hendrix  Cable  allowing 
balance  for  the  two  primary  circuits  and  given  more  flexibility  for 
rerouting  in  case  of  accidental  failure  and  causing  customer 
inconveniences  caused  by  loss  of  energy  during  repairs.  The  Department 
replaced  No.  6  copper  conductor  with  1/0  aluminum  conductor  on 
Highland  Road.  Twenty-four  more  Mercury  lights  have  been  installed 
bringing  the  total  to  170  Mercury  lights. 

The  future  plans  include  making  Merrimac  Square  a  buffer  zone  and 
to  remove  the  wires  and  utility  poles  in  the  square  and  install  aluminum 
pole  lights  fed  underground.  The  department  consultant  engineer, 
Thomas  Welby,  is  now  making  a  study  of  the  electric  curves  at  the 
substation  to  coordinate  the  town’s  distribution  system. 
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Merrimac  Light  Department  decided  not  to  spend  any  more  on 
capital  outlay  until  pending  labor  dispute  is  settled,  the  committee  on 
the  feasibility  of  selling  the  Light  Department  has  completed  it’s  report, 
and  until  the  pending  fuel  clause  filed  by  the  New  England  Power  Co. 

Environment  and  ecology  adding  to  the  spiraling  cost  of  materials, 
taxes  and  wages  to  New  England  Power,  our  supplier,  was  passed  on  to 
the  municipalities  they  serve  and  to  Merrimac  this  is  a  30.5%  increase  to 
take  effect  March  15,  1971,  if  accepted  by  the  Federal  Power 
Commission.  Federal  government  ignoring  the  fuel  shortage  and  usage 
of  low  sulphur  fuel  to  generate  electricity  will  result  in  another  increase 
in  October,  1971,  approximately  25%  to  28%  increase  to  Merrimac, 
making  a  total  of  approximately  56%  increase  for  the  year  1971. 

The  department  in  the  near  future  will  have  to  expand  the  capacity 
of  the  substation  and  a  study  of  what  is  most  economical  and  beneficial 
to  the  town’s  future  needs,  will  be  first  priority  in  capital  outlay.  The 
spiraling  cost  would  delay  other  capital  expenditures  for  updating  the 


system.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Merrimac  Water  Department  in  1970  did  routine  maintenance 
work  which  included  more  working  hours  than  usual  at  the  pumping 
station  and  fields  just  to  keep  it  in  operation.  Nineteen  hydrants  were 
repaired  and  one  replaced.  Six  new  services  were  installed,  eighteen 
water  services  renewed,  fifteen  leaks  repaired  and  five  faulty  gate  valves 
and  boxes  repaired.  Seventy-eight  hours  to  customer  service  of 
miscellaneous  nature  not  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  Water 
Department. 

The  Merrimac  Water  Department  is  not  able  to  set  up  a  good 
maintenance  program  excercising  gate  valves,  flushing  mains  and 
hydrants  or  to  take  pressure  or  flow  test  at  hydrants.  Because  of  the 
high  content  of  iron  in  our  water  we  now  have,  such  a  program  would 
cause  a  reddish  colored  water  and  use  too  much  water  to  clear  again. 

The  Department  stopped  it’s  program  of  improving  the  distribution 
system  in  order  not  to  add  more  burden  on  the  taxpayers  while  waiting 
federal  assistance  to  improve  our  water  supply.  That  is  the  major 
priority  of  consultant  engineer  Mr.  Francis  Ward. 

The  observation  well  test  this  year  yielded  a  good  amount  of  water 
and  the  draw  down  was  only  six  inches  showing  there  is  ample  water. 
However,  there  is  too  much  iron  and  manganese  in  the  water  to  be 
accepted  by  the  State  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Town  of  Merrimac  this  year  has  applied  for  Federal  grant  for 
water  and  Haley  and  Ward,  Engineers  were  hired  to  pursue  the  grant. 
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This  has  been  approved  by  the  Merrimack  Valley  Regional  Committee 
and  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  An  application  was  presented  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  Through  a  telephone 
call  December,  1970,  to  the  H.U.D.  Boston  office  it  was  learned  that 
the  application  had  not  been  reviewed  and  there  was  no  hurry  because 
there  are  no  H.U.D.  funds  available. 

There  are  three  alternatives  for  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to  correct  the 
water  supply: 

(1)  At  the  present  well  field  try  to  find  a  suitable  location  for  one 
or  two  gravel  packed  wells  that  will  meet  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  approval.  These  gravel  packed  wells  (if  approved)  would 
be  self  contained  and  would  eliminate  problems  at  the  pumping 
station  and  vacuum  line. 

(2)  If  not  possible  for  gravel  packed  wells  revamp  pumping 
station  with  new  equipment. 

(3)  The  fist  priority  is  to  develop  the  new  well  field  on  Bear  Hill 
Rd.  with  new  wells  and  (one  million  gallon  storage  tank) 
connected  to  our  present  system.  The  Town  last  year  approved 
development  of  the  well  field  pending  funds  from  a  federal  grant.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  from  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots,  such  sum  or  part  thereof,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  for  the  “Care, 
Improvement  and  Embellishment”  of  said  cemeteries,  according  to 
Section  14,  and  Section  25  of  Chapter  1 14,  G.L.’s.

All  full  time  town 
employees,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  weeks  vacation  with  pay  per 
year  provided  that  they  have  been  employed  by  the  town  for  at 
least  one  year  and  shall  be  entitled  to  three  weeks  paid  annual 
vacation  after  fifteen  years  of  service.  Full  time  employees  with  at 
least  six  months  and  not  more  than  one  year  of  service  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  days  paid  annual  vacation,  and  in  addition,  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  days  sick  leave  with  pay.  Employees  with  over  one 
year  of  service  shall  be  entitled  to  fifteen  days  sick  leave  with  pay 
per  year.  Time  allowed  for  sick  leave  may  be  accumulated  to  not 
over  thirty  days.  Time  allowed  for  vacation  and  holiday  pay  shall 
not  be  cumulative.  All  employees  with  six  months  or  more  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  holiday  pay  for  the  following  holidays  or  days 
celebrated  as  such:  New  Year’s  Day;  Washington’s  Birthday; 
Memorial  Day;  Independence  Day;  Labor  Day;  Columbus  Day; 
Veterans’  Day ;  Thanksgiving  Day ;  and,  Christmas  Day.  (V oted) 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
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a  sum  of  money  for  the  constructing  and  originally  equipping  and 
furnishing  a  fire  station  on  land  situated  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Broad 
Street  Extension  in  said  Merrimac  recently  acquired  from  Fred  A. 
Smith  and  to  raise  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  under 
provision  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended;  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  enter  into  all  contracts  and  agreements 
necessary  for  the  project,  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  appoint  a 
building  committee.  (Voted) 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven  members  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  selling  the  municipal  light  department;  one  member  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen;  one  member  from  the  Finance  Board;  one 
member  from  the  Light  &  Water  Commissioners;  and,  four  members  at 
large  and  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  expenses  of  said  committee.  (Voted) 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
sufficient  funds  to  be  expended  together  with  Federal  and  State  funds 
which  may  be  available  for  architectural  and  engineering  cost  for 
preparing  final  plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of  a  waste 
treatment  facility  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac.  (Voted) 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  determine  whether  such  appropriation  will  be  raised  by 
borrowing  or  otherwise  and  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(Voted) 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  or  take  by 
Eminent  Domain  a  certain  parcel  of  land  containing  4.2  acres,  more  or 
less,  situated  on  the  Northerly  side  of  the  access  road  from  Broad  Street 
to  Route  495,  being  land  owned  by  Pace  Industrial  Corporation,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  sewage  disposal  system  for  the  town  of 
Merrimac,  and  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  defray  the  cost 
thereof  or  take  any  action  in  connection  therewith.  (Tabled) 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  or  take  by 
Eminent  Domain  certain  parcels  of  land  adjoining  the  old  Town  dump, 
so-called,  on  Mill  Street  in  said  Merrimac  with  sufficient  area  to 
establish  a  sewage  disposal  system  for  the  Town  of  Merrimac  and  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  defray  the  cost  thereof  or  take  any 
action  in  connection  therewith.  (Voted) 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
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Selectmen  to  apply  to  the  Mass.  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control  for 
an  advance  of  a  State  Plan  in  the  preparation  of  final  plans  and 
specifications  in  connection  with  a  waste  treatment  facility  for  the 
Town  of  Merrimac.  (Voted) 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  correct  the  flow  of  water  into  the  boiler  at  pumping 
station  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
by-law:  “No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac, 
outside  the  confines  of  the  owners  or  keepers  property,  any  dog  which 
is  not  held  firmly  on  a  leash  or  under  the  immediate  control  of  such 
owner  or  keeper.  Excluding  dogs  that  are  used  in  police  work  and/or 
dogs  that  are  being  used  for  hunting  purposes  during  the  hunting 
season.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  by-law  shall  be  punishable  as 
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follows:  1st  offense  $5.00  fine;  2nd  offense  and  subsequent  offenses  a 
fine  of  $10.00.  Each  24  hour  period  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense.” 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  certain 
parcel  of  land  and  buildings  owned  by  the  Merrimac  Grange,  Inc., 
located  at  the  corner  of  Mechanics  and  Liberty  Streets,  containing  6060 
square  feet  and  being  known  as  the  Merrimac  Grange  Hall  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  Community  Center,  especially  for  the  elderly 
and  young  people  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  and  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  defray  the  cost  thereof,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  police  cruiser  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Chief  of  Police  to  trade  the  present  cruiser 
toward  the  purchase  of  the  new  cruiser  or  to  sell  the  present  cruiser  at 
private  or  public  sale . 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  40,  Section  6H  of  the  General  Laws  which  allows  the  Town 
to  make  repairs  on  private  ways  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  cost  thereof,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Water  Department  to  defray  the 
cost  of  cleaning,  repairing  and  painting  the  walls  and  floors  of  the  water 
stand  pipe,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  repair  the  wooden  roof  on  the  water  stand  pipe,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Water  Department  to  defray  the 
cost  of  setting  up  observation  wells  at  the  present  well  field  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  feasibility  of  installing  a  gravel-packed  well, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  5  members  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  obtaining  land  and  constructing  a  municipal  building  that 
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would  house  police  department,  fire  department,  highway  department 
and  all  town  offices;  one  member  from  Board  of  Selectmen,  one 
member  of  Finance  Committee,  one  member  Planning  Board  and  four 
members  at  large  and  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or  transfer  from 
available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  to  defray  expenses  of  said  committee. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
stabilization  fund. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  the  town,  to  petition  the  Board  of  Standards  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  propose  regulations  relative  to 
the  construction,  alteration  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  other 
structures  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an 
Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  772  of  the  Acts  of  1967  entitled  “An 
Act  providing  for  further  industrial  development  of  Cities  and  Towns”, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  pay  a  1970  unpaid  bill  charged  to  the  Town  under 
provisions  of  Chapter  32,  Section  59A  of  the  General  Laws  which 
provides  for  reimbursement  by  the  Town  for  certain  pensions  paid  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  pay  an  unpaid  1967  School  Department  bill,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  filing  of 
a  petition  in  the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  for  an  act  to  authorize,  ratify  and  confirm  or 
otherwise  make  valid  the  purchase  by  the  Town  of  “acreage  of  land 
known  as  Sargent’s  Gravel  Pit  situated  partly  in  Merrimac  and  partly  in 
Newton,  New  Hampshire”  which  purchase  was  authorized  by  the  1965 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Counsel  to  represent  the  town  at  a  hearing  before  a  committee  of  the 
General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  concerning  an 
act  to  authorize,  ratify  and  confirm  or  otherwise  make  valid  the

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  1970.  The 
duties  of  School  Committees  in  Massachusetts  are  prescribed  in  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  legal  foundation  upon  which 
the  Committee’s  duties  rest  is  their  general  charge  of  all  public  schools. 
These  duties  suggest  that  the  Committee  formulate  and  effect  general 
policies.  The  Committee  employs  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
principals,  teachers  and  others  to  actually  operate  the  school  system. 

Since  all  powers  over  public  schools  by  law  are  given  to  the 
Committee  it  acts  not  only  as  the  executive  authority  for  the  school 
system  but  also  as  a  deliberative  (legislative)  body.  The  authority  and 
powers  of  the  Committee  are  and  can  be  exercised  only  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting. 

The  broad  categories  of  responsibilities  of  the  Committee  are 
defined  in  the  General  Laws.  Prom  early  times  which  required  primarily 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  the  responsibilities  have  been  increased 
to  include  a  wide  variety  of  societal  needs.  The  broadened  curriculum  is 
one  aspect  of  this  change.  But  as  we  examine  the  present  conditions  we 
must  accept  responsibilities  for  extended  services. 

Let  us  review  together  some  of  these  other  responsibilities:  Special 
Education  including  the  mentally  retarded,  emotionally  disturbed, 
visually  handicapped,  deaf,  physically  handicapped,  perceptually 
handicapped,  speech  handicapped;  health,  nutrition,  school  lunch, 
medical  services  and  transportation.  One  other  educational  area  upon 
which  we  have  not  commented  on  at  any  length  in  recent  years  —  that 
is  vocational  education  —  will  receive  a  more  detailed  examination  later 
in  this  report. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

Your  School  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  the  educational 
concepts  put  into  effect  a  number  of  years  ago.  This  program  was 
devised  to  accommodate  the  vast  differences  in  pupil  abilities  and 
achievement  within  the  individual,  and  in  ••elation  with  other  pupils  in 
his  age  group.  As  we  know  each  child  is  different,  and  each  child 
responds  differently  to  the  various  pressures  and  modes  of  learning. 
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Some  pupils  react  favorably  to  the  visual  type  of  instruction,  others 
respond  to  the  verbal  type  of  instruction,  others  may  respond  to  one  or 
both  of  these  types  but  at  varying  rates.  These  conditions  reflect  both 
innate  and  acquired  potentials. 

Teaching  materials  and  methods  are  constantly  being  introduced  to 
meet  the  instructional  demands  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph. 
This  has  been  true  especially  in  the  past  15  years.  Each  producer  of  an 
idea,  whether  it  is  a  method  or  materials,  extols  the  values  inherent  in 
his  idea.  As  each  of  you  know  from. reading  current  articles  there  are 
many  prophets  for  their  own  products.  Their  exhortations  for  products 
and  ideas  must  be  evaluated  to  select  those  ideas  of  benefit  to  the  local 
schools. 

The  most  promising  educational  idea  for  the  individualization  of 
instruction  involves  both  teaching  methods  and  materials.  As  you  know 
the  local  schools  have  been  ungraded  since  1955.  Now  as  a  result  of 
eight  years  of  research,  much  of  it  supported  by  Federal  funding, 
Research  for  Better  Schools  (Philadelphia)  has  developed  a  program 
known  as  Individually  Prescribed  Instruction  (I.P.I.).  These  materials 
and  methods  fully  implement  the  theoretical  and  practical  aspects  of 
the  ungraded  school. 

The  materials  developed  under  the  research  project  have  been 
published  and  since  1968  have  been  available  for  usage  in  approved 
schools.  In  1970  Merrimac  qualified  for  the  I.P.P.  program  in 
mathematics  and  the  program  was  installed  for  all  sixth  grade  pupils. 
Although  at  this  writing  our  experience  with  the  program  is  limited,  a 
renewed  motivation  for  mathematics  is  evident,  more  responsibility  is 
placed  on  pupil  and  the  tone  of  the  entire  program  is  encouraging. 

PUPIL  AND  FACILITIES 

The  present  classrooms  in  both  schools,  the  Union  Street  School  and 
Red  Oak,  are  fully  occupied.  There  are  631  pupils  in  Grades  1-6  and  98 
pupils  in  the  kindergartens.  We  report  this  to  the  Town  because  the 
present  enrollment  has  reached  the  630  pupil  anticipated  enrollment 
for  1975  as  developed  by  the  Red  Oak  Building  Committee  and  which 
number  was  used  to  plan  the  number  of  classrooms.  As  each  of  you  can 
see  we  have  attained  the  anticipated  maximum  enrollment  5  years 
ahead  of  schedule. 
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We  have  critically  examined  the  implications  of  this  information  for 
the  next  few  years.  On  the  basis  of  the  present  enrollment,  the 
projected  enrollments,  and  the  birth  rate  there  is  no  indication  that 
additional  classrooms  will  be  necessary.  One  solid  reason  for  taking  this 
position  is  that  the  Merrimac  birth  rate  in  the  past  5  years  has  been 
below  60  each  year.  This  is  substantially  below  the  previous  5-year 
average  of  73.  If  the  relationship  of  the  birth  rate  to  the  student 
population  remains  approximately  the  same  as  it  has  been,  new 
classrooms  will  not  be  necessary  in  the  near  future. 

We  emphasize  that  this  condition  depends  upon  no  sudden  influx  of 
large  numbers  of  children.  Any  large  number  of  pupils  in-migrating  into 
Merrimac  would  negate  the  above  position. 

WHITTIER  VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 

The  will  of  the  taxpayers  of  Merrimac,  as  expressed  by  a  Town 
Meeting  vote  in  1968  was  not  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
surrounding  communities  to  establish  a  regional  vocational-technical 
school.  The  school  itself  was  approved  in  1970.  In  a  short  time  it  will 
be  operative.  Since  the  members  of  this  Committee  have  been 
approached  as  to  their  position  on  Merrimac’s  entrance  into  the 
vocational-technical  school,  we  submit  this  position  on  the  issue. 

We  support  Merrimac’s  entrance  into  the  Whittier  School 
Agreement.  Studies  of  the  Merrimac  graduates  of  the  Pentucket 
Regional  School  shows  that  less  than  40%  of  the  graduates  enter  4-year 
degree  granting  institutions.  Another  10  per  cent  enter  junior  or 
community  colleges.  The  other  50%  represents  the  possible  benefactors 
of  such  a  program.  In  addition  to  the  graduates  mentioned  above,  we 
can  add  those  who  chose  to  attend  vocational  schools  and  those  who 
dropped  out  of  high  school  and/or  college.  Thus,  we  find  that  more 
than  50  per  cent  of  this  age  group  might  benefit  from  such  a  school 
program. 

Viewed  from  another  position  the  case  for  supporting  Whittier  can 
be  grounded  on  the  fact  that  many  of  our  students  find  the  academic 
school  difficult  or  distasteful.  Some  have  little  interest  and  Httle 
aptitude  for  academic  learning.  They  have  met  with  more  and  more 
difficulty  as  they  progressed  through  school,  and  many  face  with 
desperation  four  or  more  years  of  schooling.  As  you  know  Pentucket 
has  adjusted  its  program  over  the  years  to  meet  some  of  these  pupils 
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but  even  more  significant  changes,  along  the  Whittier  type  of  program, 
would  be  necessary  at  Pentucket  before  we  could  adequately  provide 
for  these  students.  The  plight  of  these  students  is  not  a  new  finding  but 
there  is  a  new  urgency  in  their  condition. 

When  the  need  for  unskilled  laborers  and  production  workers  was 
high  there  was  less  need  to  design  programs  for  these  pupils.  These 
pupils  would  drop  out  and  were  absorbed  by  industry.  Today  the  labor 
market  has  no  need  for  uneducated  workers.  But  there  is  a  tremendous 
demand  for  skilled  workers  and  we  know  that  the  percentage  of 
workers  entering  service  occupations  is  constantly  increasing,  in  fact 
one  recent  report  held  that  over  60%  of  the  present  labor  force  is  in  the 
production  of  services. 

Unfortunately  we  may  be  finding  that  the  image  of  vocational 
education  locally  is  one  that  was  reflected  for  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  as  a  whole  (see  Occupational  Education  for 
Massachusetts,  Schaefer,  Carl  J.  and  Kaufman,  Jacob  J.,  1968).  That 
image  is  reported  as  something  less  than  a  good  image.  Reasons  for  this 
attitude  have  been  investigated  and  reported  elsewhere  but  nevertheless 
these  findings  are  real  and  significant.  For  too  long  the  nation  has  been 
led  to  believe  that  the  only  good  education  is  capped  by  four  years  of 
college. 

Failure  to  educate  so  many  of  our  youth  to  the  level  of  adequate 
employability  is  a  waste  of  money  as  well  as  of  human  resources.  The 
cost  of  unemployment,  of  blighted  lives,  of  discontent,  of  remedial 
instruction  and  training  is  enormous.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  too,  that 
one-third  of  the  country’s  labor  force  is  constituted  by  women.  One 
might  ask,  where  are  we  doing  justice  in  providing  useful  occupational 
programs  for  them? 

The  need  for  supporting  the  concept  of  education  envisaged  for  the 
vocational-technical  school  is  clear.  We  need  it  now;  the  need  in  the 
future  will  increase. 

REIMBURSEMENTS 

We  reviewed  with  you— earlier  in  this  report— the  broadened 
responsibilities  of  School  Committees  as  these  are  defined  by  the 
statutes.  Some  of  these  educational  programs  have  been  placed  within 
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the  jurisdiction  of  the  schools  because  no  other  public,  or  private, 
agency  could  provide  the  needed  services  as  reasonably  and  efficiently 
as  the  schools.  We  did  not  ask  for  the  inclusion  of  these  services  in  the 
schools  but  we  do  accept  the  responsibility  placed  upon  us.  The  welfare 
of  the  child,  the  community  and  the  Commonwealth  is  served  best  by 
this  arrangement. 

Now,  the  legislators  were  aware  of  the  State’s  responsibility  for 
providing  education  for  the  children  of  the  State  since  education  is  a 
function  of  the  State.  Although  recognizing  this  responsibility  and 
providing  some  assistance  to  the  communities  involved,  the  State  has 
never  quite  adequately  assumed  its  financial  responsibility.  However, 
the  State  has  made  some  moves  in  the  direction  of  assisting 
communities  with  this  financial  burden.  The  most  important  piece  of 
legislation  was  of  course,  the  Sales  Tax  law  of  1966  amending  Chapter 
70  for  general  school  purposes.  In  addition  to  the  Sales  Tax,  other  laws 
provide  for  reimbursements,  many  of  them  50%  of  the  cost.  The 
Committee  cannot  certify  but  these  are  the  reported  amounts  which 
should  have  been  received  for  operating  expenses  in  1970.

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SUMMARY 


In  this  brief  educational  report  for  1970  we  have  touched  upon 
some  of  the  more  pressing  educational  situations  as  they  relate  to  this 
Town  and  the  state  in  general.  As  we  pointed  out  in  our  beginning 
paragraphs  the  scope  of  education  and  therefore  the  responsibilities  of 
School  Committees  have  been  extended  from  time  to  time  to  include 
many  areas  once  considered  outside  the  province  of  the  schools.  We 
have  observed  over  a  period  of  years  that  these  new  legislative  demands 
have  caused  the  most  misunderstanding.  We  do  not  deny  that  some  of 
the  programs  are  controversial  but  they  are  the  laws  of  the  * 
Commonwealth. 

This  Committee  is  not  unmindful  of  the  financial  efforts  that  have 
been  made  and  need  to  be  made  in  educating  our  children.  We 
acknowledge  that  there  have  been  and  still  are  differences  of  opinion  on 
the  content  of  our  educational  programs.  The  programs  now  supported 
implement  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  needs  of  our 
children.  We  have  carried  out  the  wishes  of  the  majority  as  expressed  or 
implied  in  their  communications  to  us.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1970 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West 
Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  District  School  Committee  submits  the 
following  report  for  1970.  The  increasing  complexity  of  the  issues  in 
today’s  society  and  the  importance  of  the  educational  program  demand 
increased  attention  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this  Committee. 
To  meet  these  obligations  the  Committee  held  22  committee  meetings, 
many  sub-committee  meetings  and  20  negotiating  sessions. 

To  meet  some  of  the  necessary  on-going  school  operations,  the 
School  Committee  made  an  intensive  investigation  of  its  own  rules  and 
regulations.  Although  School  Committee  Rules  and  Regulations  are 
never  a  static  set  of  conditions,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  extensively 
examine  the  operating  procedures  in  view  of  the  1970  needs.  In  the 
process  all  portions  of  the  operating  rules  were  reviewed  and  where 
necessary  revised,  additions  made  and  codified. 

The  new  Rules  and  Regulations  should  permit  more  time  to  the  vital 
business  of  education  and  less  time  to  the  day-by-day  routines.  Of 
course,  changing  conditions  create  new  needs  within  this  set  of 
procedures.  These  will  be  investigated  and  additions  made  when 
needed. 


Negotiations 

In  addition  to  the  conditions  of  its  own  operations,  your  School 
Committee  devoted  many  hours  to  contract  negotiations  with  the 
personnel  of  the  District.  Inasmuch  as  the  1969  annual  report  of  this 
Committee  reviewed  the  breadth  of  the  negotiations  procedure,  these 
will  not  be  repeated  here.  Nontheless  it  is  important  to  note  that  the 
1970-1  School  Year  Master  Contract  with  the  Teachers’  Association 
contains  approximately  50  pages  which  have  been  accepted  under  the 
collective  negotiations  agreement.  Chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws 
requires  that  collective  bargaining  in  good  faith  in  respect  to  wages, 
hours  and  conditions  of  employment.  Obviously  this  is  a  necessary, 
though  tedious  process,  which  affects  not  only  the  pupils  and  teachers 
but  all  the  inhabitants  and  taxpayers.  Much  careful  deliberation  goes 
into  this  process. 
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The  same  general  type  of  negotiation  has  been  necessary  at  the  local 
(elementary)  level  up  to  1970.  This  year  it  was  mutually  agreed  by  the 
teachers  and  the  respective  school  committees  that  all  negotiations 
would  be  conducted  together.  Most  decisions  affect  all  the  parties.  It 
was  hoped  that  this  procedure  might  reduce  the  extended  period  of 
negotiations  which  during  1970  was  practically  continuous  in  one  form 
or  another. 


Decisions 

Your  Committee  is  mindful  of  the  conflicting  demands  of  our 
present  society  and  the  individuals  who  live  in  this  district.  As  you 
know  it  is  the  people  who  determine  what  is  to  be  done.  The 
individuals  and  representatives  speak  with  many  voices  as  to  what  is 
needed  and  how  it  is  to  be  achieved.  This  diversity  of  public  opinion 
and  intent  must  be  translated  into  policy  which  this  Committee 
attempts  to  do.  We  are  as  concerned  over  our  inability  to  meet  all  the 
demands  made  upon  us  as  you  are.  We  also  are  concerned  with  our 
inability  at  times  to  communicate  the  rationale  which  has  gone  into  the 
decision-making  process.  And  yet,  we  feel  that  we  have  implemented 
the  will  of  the  majority  of  the  residents  in  the  District  within  the  legal 
constraints  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Some  of  the  decisions  that  this  Committee  has  made  have  been  made 
reluctantly,  and  not  with  unanimous  decisions.  One  of  these  difficult 
decisions  was  the  suspension  of  the  pupil  dress  code  enforcement  which 
existed  since  our  opening  in  1958.  However,  in  view  of  the  various 
court  decisions  relating  to  dress  and  personal  grooming,  and  the  general 
misunderstanding  of  these  decisions,  it  was  deemed  most  prudent  to  do 
so  at  the  time. 

Another  situation  which  has  caused  an  immense  amount  of  concern 
and  time  of  this  Committee  is  the  roof  on  the  new  junior  high  school. 
Ever  since  the  building  was  occupied  there  have  been  occasions  in 
which  water  entered  the  building  through  the  roof  from  one  place  or 
another.  Prolonged  efforts  to  correct  these  conditions  have  been  made 
but  a  permanent  solution  has  not  been  found  at  this  writing.  The 
alternative  modes  of  action  are  being  carefully  weighed  and  we  hope 
that  the  distressing  conditions  at  the  junior  high  school  are  corrected 
soon. 

An  opportunity  to  purchase  the  Hibbert  property  which  lies 
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between  the  frontage  of  the  entrance  to  both  the  junior  and  senior  high 
school  occured  in  1970.  In  view  of  the  several  alternatives  which  the 
property  had  for  the  District,  the  Committee  purchased  the  property. 
Two  of  the  very  likely  alternatives  available  for  this  property  are:  1, 
Central  office  purposes  —  thus  vacating  the  facilities  occupied  by  the 
superintendent  in  the  Senior  High  School,  and  2,  levelling  the  area  to 
create  a  field  hockey  playing  field.  The  alternatives  or  a  final  solution 
are  being  considered  at  this  time. 

Tuition  Students 

Due  to  overcrowded  facilities  in  their  usual  schools  the  Town  of 
Newbury  requested  that  Pentucket  accommodate  up  to  70  ninth  grade 
students  for  the  1970-1  school  year.  This  request  was  acceptable  as  a 
temporary  measure  until  the  Triton  Regional  School  opened  in  1971. 
The  total  number  of  tuition  students  that  enrolled  was  52.  As  might  be 
expected  these  students  blended  in  very  well  with  our  own. 

Following  this  general  report  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  1971 
School  Budget  is  presented  for  your  consideration.  It  identifies  the 
specific  nature  of  the  accounts  under  which  money  is  expended. 
Further  details  explaining  these  itemizations,  are  available  in  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  for  anyone  interested.  To  explain  the 
shares  each  town  is  assessed  for  1971  the  cost  distribution  and  how  it  is 
computed  follows  the  budget  summary.  In  addition  to  these  reports  a 
complete  reconciliation  of  receipts  and  expenditures  is  found  in  the 
Treasurer’s  Report  which  follows  these  budgetary  considerations. 

We  submit  this  report  to  you  confident  that  we  have  provided  your 
children  with  a  good  education.  We  submit  this  report  to  you  with  the 
realization  that  in  these  changing  times  there  are  differences  of  opinion 
of  what  is  right  and  wrong  but  that  our  policies  reflect  the  thinking  of 
the  majority  of  the  people.
